That  is  more  just  in  the 
sight  of  Allah,  and  more  upright  for  evidence  and  nearest  in 
preventing  doubt  among  you.  However,  if  it  is  an  immediate 
transaction  which  you  conduct  among  yourselves,  then  there  is 
no  sin  upon  you  if  you  do  not  write  it.  And  take  witness  when 
you  make  a  commercial  transaction.  And  let  neither  scribe  nor 
witness  suffer  harm,  and  if  you  do,  then  indeed  it  is  sinful 
conduct  on  your  part.
